; turn should have lined the streets 
¡with more 
than 
two 
hundred 
i thousand spectators. 
A little re­ 
laxing in the hour for opening the 
| government departments, set free 
j thousands who otherwise could not 
Jiave taken time off. Many tarried 
about the White House, and were 
rewarded, an hour after the arrival 
of the President, by his appearance 
on the porch, to great the resi­ 
dents of the Capital with a wave 
of the hand. About the only dis­ 
turbance that went with the entire 
demonstration was the arrest of 
two young men handing out pam­ 
phlets inappropriate for the occa­ 
sion. 
The heavy odor of politics has 
drifted away, to the relief of all, 
but more than a faint scent re­ 
mains. 
Republican authorities on 
statistics point out that so far as I 
the popular vote is concerned, the 
result was close, the events of the 
past few days being merely the 
beginning of a crusade 
for the 
broad principles involved in 
the 
campaign. 
Democrats are 
more 
interested in the victory 
of the 
present than in the opposing cru­ 
sades of the future. 
It is estimated that the Repub­ 
lican loss in the House will amount 
to eight seats, with a single con­ 
test for place still in the balance. 
The picture is 
not 
so 
sharply 
drawn as might appear at first 


glance. 
Nine 
states 
wanted

Democratic President, but thought 
that they could be best served by 
Republican Governors. Out of the 
ten states which thought that they 
did not care for any more of Mr. 
Roosevelt, at least three preferred 
to have a Democratic pilot at the 
wheel, so far as the affairs of the 
state are concerned. 
It is a little too early to collate 
the foreign reaction to the election, 
but here and there a word has been

Official France is reticent,

With the confidence of youth, the

to violate the holy frontiers of the 
land: so the text runs. 
Frontiers i 
have not amounted to much, of 
late, as most of Northern Europe 
can testify. 
The Russians see an

gium. 
International relations are

Russia and Germany are not hand 
in hand to such a degree that the i 
words were intended for ears oth- j 
er than Mr. Hitler’s.

SELECTING THE MEAT 


You may buy either a w hole ham 
or a half ham, w hichever best suits 
your needs. In either case, be sure 
that it’s larger than you need for 
the one m eal—ham is such excel­ 
lent material for resourceful fol­ 
low-ups. 
If the ham has the skin on, this 
may be taken off at the market, or 
it can be removed just before the 
end of the baking period. 


BAKE HAM SLOWLY 


A ham is baked on a rack in an 
uncovered pan with its fat side up. 
No basting is necessary 
during 
cooking because, with the fat side 
uppermost, the 
meat 
is

automatically. 
If you have a meat thermometer 
insert it so that the bulb is in the 
center of the thickest muscle, not 
touching the bone or fat. 
Roast the meat in a slow oven,

CRANBERRY ALMOND GLAZE 


v 2 cup light brown sugar

OTHER GARNISHES FOR HAM 


There are many other w ays to 
garnish a ham. 
It may be scored, 
stuck with cloves, and Queen Anne 
cherries may be placed in each of 
the diamonds for design. 
They 
should be fastened with toothpicks. 
A cluster of apricots may be 
ar­ 
ranged on the 
ham 
and 
spiced 
fruits may be placed about it, heat­ 
ed during the last few minutes of 
cooking.

POT-ROASTS ARE BRAISED 


P ot-roasts arc always 
braised. 
That is, they are browned on all 
sides, then covered and cooked in 
a sm all amount of added liquid un­ 
til tender. 
To keep the meat from becom ­ 
ing too brown, set it on a 
rack. 
From time to time it may be nec­ 


essary to add more liquid. A lw ays 
add the liquid-,in sm all amounts, if 
you're interested in a rich gravy 
and a tasty piece of meat. 
Vegetables which you wish to 
serve w ith a pot-roast should be 
put in the kettle with the meat just 
long enough before the end of the 
cooking period for them to become 
cooked. 
Potatoes, carrots and on­ 
ions are, of course, the most usual 
acompaniments, but now at the 
fall of the year perhaps you would 
like to add turnips, rutabaga or 
some other favorites you have in 
your garden or find at the market.
